The Order of Merit, never before 
awarded to a white man, will be given 
to Lindbergh before he leaves by 
President Borno. It is the highest 
honor Haiti can give. 

In Air Three Hours. 

It took Lindbergh almost three 
hours to fly here, but he took a north- 
erly roundabout route from Santo Do- 
mingo, instead of the 160-mile airline 
route. 

Another 160 miles 
stretches between Haiti and Cuba, 
but Lindbergh is expected to. skirt 
the northern end of Cuba and follow 
the coast to Havana, a distance of 
about 720 miles. 

“You are the most popular hero in 
the world today.” President Borno 
said upon greeting Lindbergh at the 
field. “Your feats are unparalleled in 
history. We receive you with the 
hearts of our country open to you.’ 

Four hundred marines and 300 
members of the Haitian gendarmerie 
guarded the field to prevent the crowd 
from pouring onto it as Lindbergh 
made his landing.
